Admiral Schley Well Pleased With 


the Outcome of His Protest. 


W ashington, B*Pt. 13.—Within three 
hours from the time of convening the 
Schley court of inquiry it was an­ 
nounced that Rear Admiral 
H. L. 
How i son was disqualified from serv­ 
ing as a member of the court and wan 
excused from 
further 
duty. 
This 
brought proceedings to an abrupt ter* 
mfnatton and caused a temporary ad­ 
journm ent of the court in order to 
perm it the navy departm ent to desig­ 
nate an officer 
to succeed Admiral 
Hwwlson. 
It had been expected that 
little official business would be ac­ 
complished on the opening day and 
the prompt decision as to Admiral 
How Ison came somewhat as a sur­ 
prise. 
Prior to the court s convening a 
good stsed crowd assembled at the 
W ashington navyyard, where the court 
meets, to witness the coming of the 
prominent naval officers who were to 
tahe part in the proceedings. 
They 
came ununlformed 
and 
unheralded 
and until the full dress uniform had 
been donned inside tbe quarters set 
aside for the actual sessions of tbe 
court there was nothing dram atic to 
the session. 
Admiral Dewey and Ad 
mira! Schley were naturally the prin­ 
cipal figures In popular interest. 
A salute of 1? guns. In honor of the 
admiral of the navy, marked the open­ 
ing of the proceedings at 1 o’clock. 
The nanal formalities on the opening 
'Of a court were transacted with dis­ 
patch. The first skirm ish was opened 
by Admiral Schley, rising from his

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An Inclination on the part of the 


Board to Raise Most 


Everything. 


The state board of equalization 
now in session in St. Paul is going 
over its work of fixing the county 
assessments and from all reports it 
seems that the board is raising most 
everything. 
Real estate values were fixed last 
year for a biennial term, at a total of 
$489,213,453. 
This year only per­ 
sonal property is being assessed, and 
from present indications there will be 
a substantial increase over last year’s 
assessment which footed up $98,803,* 
235 after the $100 exemption had been 
deducted from each assessment. 
Last year the assessors’ list aggre­ 
gated 
$111,063,000. 
The 
county 
boards of equalization raised them to 
$114,230,923, and the state board 
clapped on another $0,000,000, leav­ 
ing the personal property valuation, 
including the exemptions, 1120,441,- 
641. 
This year the assessors’ lists foot 
up $120,087,366, and the 
county 
boards brought the amount up to 
$128,666,730. 
Another raise of six 
millions if made would bring tile per­ 
sonal property valuation up to about 
$130,000,000, which exemptions would 
reduce to $105,000,000. 
This added 
to the realty valuation would bring 
the total up to 594,000,001). 
On this valuation the state revenue 
and sc hool taxes are levied to the 
amount of 2.83, mills, apportioned as 
follows:

This would raise, fur all purposes, 
about $1,682,000. 


Even at the present rate of in­ 
crease, it will be a long while before 
the valuation is brought up to that 
of the period from 1892 to 1895. 
In 
the latter year it amounted to $6-11,- 
250,281, butin 1896 $64,(NIO,OOO was 
taken from the valuation of town arid 
city lots and buildings, and in 1900 
there was a further reduction of 
$2,000,(XKI. 
The gradual increase in 
personal property assessments has 
not kept pace w ith this decrease in 
the real estate schedule. 
The advocates of tax reform are 
waiting for the work of the tax com­ 
mission, which it is hoped will enable 
the state to get at franchises, and to 
make an adequate assessment of the 
iron mines. 
If their hopes are real­ 
ized, the real estate assessment arm 
valuation on household goods, etc., 
may be still further reduced without 
a loss of revenue to the state. 
This year’s board of equalization, 
unable under the present law s to get 
at these large interests, is hoisting 
the personal property assessment all 
down the line. 
With the present 
low tax levy the state needs a larger 
valuation, and the board will (jut it 
on whatever it seems possible. 
Live 
stock and wagons and carriages have 
been tilted up on an average of five 
}*-r cent and some other schedub- 
vrill receive still more heroic tc*Lt- 
merit.

TILTS ASSESSMENTS. 
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State Board of EqualizationjBusy 


on the Personal Property 


Assessments. 


SOME 
COMPARISONS 
MADE. 


An Inclination on the part of the 


Board to Raise Most 


Every thinf. 


The state board of equalization 
now in session in St. Paul is going 
over its work of fixing the county 
assessments and from all reports it 
seems that the board is raising most 
everything. 
Real estate values were fixed last 
year for a biennial term, at a total of 
$489.213,463. This year only per­ 
sonal property is being assessed, and 
from present indications there will be 
a substantial increase over last year’s 
assessment which footed up $88,803,- 
235 after the $100 exemption had been 
deducted from each assessment. 
Last year the assessors’ list aggre­ 
gated 
$111,063,009. 
The 
county 
boards of equalization raised tbem to 
$114,230,923, and the state board 
clapped on another $6,000,<100, leav­ 
ing the personal property valuation, 
including the exemptions, $120,441,- 
641. 
This year the assessors' list» foot 
np 1190,087,366, and the 
county 
boards brought the amount up to 
$128,666,730. Another raise of six 
millions if made would bring the per­ 
sonal property valuation up to about 
$130.000,000, which exemptions would 
reduce to $105,000,000. This added 
to the realty valuation, would bring 
the total up to 594,000,000. 
On this valuation the state revenue 
and school taxe* art* levied to the 
amount of 2.88, mill», apportioned as 
follows:

This would raise, for alt purpose» 
about $1,682.000. 
Even at the present rate of in­ 
crease, it will be a long while before 
tbe valuation is brought up to that 
of the period from 1892 to IK95. In 
the latter year it amounted to $641,- 
250,281, but in 1896 $64,000.000 was 
taken from the valuation of town and 
city lots and buildings, and In 1900 
there was a further reduction of 
$2,000,000. The gradual increase in 
personal property assessments baa 
not kept pace with this decrease ic 
the real estate schedule. 
The advocates of tax reform are 
waiting for the work of tbe tax com­ 
mission, which it is hoped will enable 
the state to get at franchises, and to 
make an adequate assessment of the 
iron mines. 
If their hopes are real­ 
ized, tbe real estate assessment ana 
valuation on household goods, etc., 
may be still further reduced without 
a loss of revenue to the state. 
This year’s board of equalisation, 
unable under the present laws to get 
at these large interests, la hoisting 
tbe personal property assessment all 
down tbe line. With the present 
low tax levy the state needs a larger 
valuation, and the board will put It 
on whatever it seems possible. Live 
stock and wagons and carriages have 
been tilted up on an average of five 
per cent, and some other schedule 
will receive still more heroic treat­ 
ment.

subtle at the eapltnl of Venezuela. 11 
July 16 I met n friend, atid we steppe , 
Into a barroom and bail a glass of ruts 
together. 
We had only Iteen In the 
place a minute or so when tire prefect 
and a squad of four policemen entered 
and arrester! me and my friend. After 
softie delay I was let go with the tin 
derstandlng that 1 would return to the 
station house on the following morning. 
This 1 agreed t o . 
“When arraigned In the station house 
a second time, I was searched, and nay 
valtae was demanded 
I told the police 
that itiy valtae was «till at the hotel, 
and they sent there and got possession 
of nay rffwta and papera. In my mem­ 
orandum book they found the notes I 
had made for year* concerning social­ 
ism am! the condition of workingmen 
fa the different countries 1 had visitad.

There 1 w as placed In a inillfery prison 
after protesting that 1 was a citizen of 
the United Uta tee ami declaring th at I 
wanted to apeak with the Americas 
consul. 
I resisted with all my might
